holds were busy with preparations for 
conferences in which, it is hoped, set­ 
tlements on new wage contracts will 
be reached, which will speedily bring 
a resumption of activity in the mines. 
Negotiations In the Southwest, in 
Illinois 
and 
Western 
Pennsylvania 
probably w ill be prolonged, for not 
only do some of the operators main 
tain that they cannot afford to i» y 
the wage increase of 5 cents a ton 
demanded by the miners, but certain 
knotty problems of mine operation are 
in controversy. 
In Iowa, Western Kentucky, Indi­ 
ana, Ohio and Central Pennsylvania 
the miners and operators seem in a 
fair way to come to an agreement 
meeting the miners’ stipulation 
for 
higher wages in a few days. 
In 
many 
localities 
tem porary ar­ 
rangements for continuing work in tin* 
mines were formulated. 
Pending tile 
signing of permanent two-year con­ 
tracts. however, between 250,000 and 
300.000 m in e rs w ill he idle. 
“ Don’t he alarmed over tin* outcome 
of this affair; don’t he afraid that we 
will not be able to sign up an agree­ 
ment. 
It w ill be over within thirty 
days. 
Anyhow, this is good fishing 
weather.” 
This is the advice of Thomas I 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
W orkers of 
America, in addressing 
31.000 of the 75,000 Illinois mine work­ 
ers who hay** quit work at Belleville. 
“ It isn’t work we want.” he contin­ 
ual. 
“ W e ’re willing to do our part, 
but we want a full and complete share 
of the results of our labor and we 
never will be satisfied until we get 
it.”

1 orated an amendment in the legisla­ 
te** bill providing that returns made 
by corporations under the terms of 
the corporation tax law shall be made 
j public only upon the order of th** pres­ 
ident “ in accordance with rules and 
( regulations to be prescribed by the 
j secretary of the treasury and approved 
I by til** president." 
This provision w ill 
make tile subject of a discussion in a 
j conference 
committee 
representing 
the two 
houses. 
Leaders of 
both 
houses agree that it w ill be enacted 
I Into law. 
Under this proposed law, according 
J to Representative Gillette of Massa- 
! chusetts, its author, the publicity fea­ 
ture of the corporation law will be 
; applied only 
to corporations of 
a 
| quasi-public nature. 
It insured pub­ 
licity of the affairs of such corpora­ 
tions as the Standard Oil company 
land the United States Steel corpora- 
i tion, the railroads and 
other large 
j concerns, but will not permit of the 
I laying bare of the returns of corpora­ 
tions of a purely private character in 
whose operations the public has little 
*ir no interest. 
Th** Gillette amendment was 
not 
passed without a fight.

precipitated a lively debate, which 
monopolized the proceedings of the 
house for the entire day.
